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Codeless License Is Here 


(Westlink | ARRL Report / K7CR) 


Ww: the waiting is over, the long awaited no-code 
amateur license is just around the corner...and its 
not quite what we expected. The ARRL and others had 
been pushing for a new class of licence, one with limited 
VHF/UHF privileges, somewhere between the existing 
Novice and Technician classes. Well, the FCC had another 
idea...they have taken the simple step of eliminating the code 
requirements from the existing Technician class exam!! 
Here are some details of just how this will work: 

Current Technician class licensees will be grandfathered, 
so as not to lose any privileges (including those below 30 
MHz, which they share with Novices) The new codeless 
Technicians will have full amateur privileges above 30 MHz. 
"NEW’ Techs will, upon passing aS WPM code test be given 
the same HF privileges as the current Techs. This means 
that for a NEW Tech to operate 10 Phone or HF CW (like 
the present Novices and Techs) he will have to pass the 5 
wpm test. 

The current Novice class of license will be retained, 
without modification, as an "alternate entry point” for per- 
sons willing to pass the CW test without taking the more 
difficult Tech test. 

And yes the new Techs will be allowed to experiment with 
any exotic mode they wish and to build and own repeaters 


and remote base stations.

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TREE MOUNTED 
ANTENNAS ILLEGAL IN 
SEATTLE 


(KI7H via Westlink) 

Due to a complaint from a neighbor against KA7MCX, 
the Seattle Department of Construction and Land Use has 
ruled that tree-mounted antennas are now subject to the 
same setback and height limitations as towers!! 

If a tree is, for example, ten feet from the closest proper- 
ty line don’t bother applying for a permit if you want to put 
the antenna over 20 feet up the tree. This applies to ANY 
antenna supported in ANY WAY by atree, including ONE 
END OF A DIPOLE!! 

In order to comply with the law, a ham who strings up a 
dipole supported on either end by a tree will have to apply 
for a building permit, pay a filing fee, and submit engineer- 
ing drawings. If the tree does not comply with City or- 
dinances regarding tower setback and height limitations, 
the poor Novice with a dipole must apply for a zoning 
variance. 

This happened while KA7MCX was away in Europe. 
His neighbor got to studying the law, kept pestering the city 
council and various departments, and got this judgment. 

When KA7MCX return home, he had less than 48 hours 
to request a hearing. John just barely was able to file his 
request. Now its up the city hearing examiner. 

A few years ago the town of Kirkland cited KA7TVC 
for mounting his Isopole on his roof, claiming that it was 
an illegal radio tower. Cooperation with the City, and 
pressure from hams and their clubs straightened this situa- 
tion out.

FCC MODIFIES RULES 


(ARRL Letter) 

The FCC has addressed a number of proposals for 
changes to its Part 97 Rules for the Amateur Service, in 
response to petitions by the ARRL as well as a number of 
individuals. The Commissions NPRM 90-561 was released 
Nov 16. Here are some of the changes applicable to repeater 
activity: 

The ARRL asked that the terms "telecommand, 
telemetry’ and "space telemetry" be defined in the Rules, the 
FCC AGREED. The terms "tactical call sign" and 
"digipeater" will NOT be codified. 

In the matter of prohibition of automatic control of 
Amateur stations when third party traffic is being handled, 
the League sought a rules revision to put the responsibility 
for the content of such traffic on the originating Amateur 
station. The Commission, however, maintained that traffic 
content is the responsibility of every station, including those 
who retransmit communications, and proposed NO 
CHANGE. 3 

In a related matter, ARRL sought a clarification of Sec- 
tion 97.109(d), to emphasize that a Commission repre- 
sentative may order an automatically controlled station to 
shut down because of improper operation or harmful inter- 
ference ONLY AFTER THE ALLEGED OFFENDING

upon notification by an Engineer in Charge that the station 
is transmitting improperly or causing interference to other 
stations, and the licensee is not entitled to a hearing before 
such notification. 

The: FCC DECLINED | to amend the rules to permit 
retransmission of other services, like NOAA weather broad- 
casts etc. 

In the area of special operations, the FCC AGREED to 
amend its Rules to delete the condition that an auxiliary 
station can be automatically controlled only when it is part 
of a repeater system, so that Amateur operators can experi- 
ment with new system configurations that use auxiliary links.

The Technician written exam will remain at 55 questions, 
there will be no questions over and above the current exam 
and NEW Techs will not have any distinctive call signs. 

Its a little easier to understand the Commissions thinking 
on the matter via the comments of Private Radio Bureau 
Chief Ralph Haller, W4RH. He held up a popular brand 
2-meter hand held and declared it as a symbol of the vital 
role that amateur radio plays. Haller noted, "Through 
various amateur radio networks that have been put together 
by voluntary time and by the personal funds of radio hob- 
byists, it is possible to communicate essentially around the 
world with a small radio like this!! It gives you an idea of the 
dedication of these amateurs to the advancement of the 
radio art.” Haller said that relaxing code requirements will 
promote growth...He went on" Morse code does not prove 
what kind of an operator you are going to be, it only proves 
that you can send and receive Morse code"!...He then made 
an interesting comparison "In the Citizens Band Service, 
these is not even a license, so we do not consider this (NO- 
CODE) even close to the Citizens Band kind of service. You 
have to work to get the license even though you do not have 
to pass a test in Morse Code". 

Commissioner James Quello expressed his personal feel- 
ing that it was definitely time to open the gates of Amateur 
Radio to those who may not be able to master the code....ad- 
ding.."most of it is done by voice today, anyway." 

Haller outlined a time table that appears to put the NEW 
no-code Tech on the market in February of ’91. 

In the end, the Commission chose-to most closely follow 
the approach of the QCWA in its filmg. They had proposed 
retention of both the Novice and Tech licenses and just 


simplified the Tech to facilitate a code free entry to amateur : 


radio. 

It remains to be seen just what this will all mean to those 
of us that build and operate repeater systems. Certainly a 
lot of good technicians will now want to enter Amateur 
Radio, fellows that heretofore have stayed away due to the 
CW issue, only time will tell how this is all going to boil down. 
For atime I’m sure a lot of new licensees will be questioned 
as to whether or not they passed the CW exam, in time, like 
a lot of the FCC’s changes in the past, it will be forgotten...to 
have a Tech will mean you don’t have any CW ability...but 
lets be honest...only a very few of todays Techs have much if 
any CW ability, perhaps the change will not be a great as it 
appears on the surface 


ARRL DIRECTOR ELECTED 
(Westlink) 

I a stunning upset over incumbent William R Shrader, 

W7QMU, former Director Mary Lewis, W7QGP will 

be returning to the ARRL Board as the representative from 

the Northwest Division. Lewis, an educator and broadcast 

engineer, lost the directors chair in 1986. She had suffered 

what was diagnosed as a minor stroke a year earlier and in 

the campaign her opponents made her health - and thereby 

her ability to function as a director - a key campaign issue. 

When the ballots were counted that year, Rush Drake, 
W7RM had succeeded in unseating Lewis. 


Two and a half years later, Drake himself was forced to 


retire after developing heart problems. His vice director, 
William Shrader, was appointed as his replacement. 


Lewis spent the past four years rebuilding her political 


base. She was elected as Western Washington Section 
Manager and has now succeeded in ousting Shrader to 
regain her position on the ARRL Board. Lewis says that she 
will make education and recruitment into Amateur Radio 
her primary goals while in office. 


The final tally, Lewis 2382, Shrader 2272.

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THE 220 BATTLE IS 
LOST 


(Westlink) 

The fight to hang onto the lower 2-MHz of 
the 220 band (220-222 MHz) appears to be over 
and ham radio has lost. On December Sth, the 
US. Court of Appeals for the District of Colum- 
bia Circuit denied the ARRL petition for review 
of the FCC order reallocation 220-222 to the 
Land Mobile Service. 

In rendering its decision, the Court con- 
cluded that by law, it had to vie great deference 
to the views of the Commission. It also stated 
that it could not say that the Commission did not 
arrive at a reasoned decision about the best way 
to advance the public interest, convenience or 
necessity. 

The ARRL, and the amateur community has 
no other legal recourse open to them other than 
clear legislation by Congress. Editor Art Reis 
(of 220 Notes) spoke with ARRL General Coun- 
sel Chris Imlay, N3AKD, and learned that the 
appears court was the last stop in the legal 
process, and accordingly, the FCC is now in the 
position to proceed to set a date when hams must 
vacate that portion of the band. 

Editors Note: If you recall the FCC in this 
process used the ARRL Repeater Directory asa 
means of determination of band use. No one 
would have guessed that lack of entries in this 
publication would have resulted in this tragic loss 
of spectrum. Its for this reason that the 
WWARA in its last meeting approved the listing 
in future Repeater Directories of all the 
WWARA coordinated frequencies, including 
links as well as repeaters. We all have a lesson 
to be learned here... USE IT, PUBLISH IT, OR 
LOOSE IT. With the ever increasing demand 
for our spectrum we will, no doubt, in the future 
face other challenges like this one, lets hope that 
next time the results will be different. 


PRIVATING OUT 


(Westlink) 

The Michigan Area Repeater Council says it 
does not coordinated "closed" or "private" 
repeaters, but this policy may be coming to an 
end. This is because area resident hams now 
appear to want them and they are making their 
feelings known to the repeater coordinating 
body. 

In the latest MARC NEWSLETTER. the 
group makes clear that as far as the council is 
concerned, all repeaters are coordinated as 
"open". They can be CTCSS accessed, and by 
request, MARC will not forward the CT'CSS 
frequency to the ARRL for publication in its 
Repeater Directory. However the CTCSS fre- 
quency must be standard and submitted to 
MARC. 

Recently, several repeater trustees have 
refused to notify MARC of CTCSS frequencies. 
Also, the group has now been notified that voice 
recognition is being implemented as access to 
one MARC coordinated repeater and implies 
that the information as to how this being done 
will remain proprietary with the system licensee. 
As a result, MARC says that it will discuss the 
"open" vs. "closed" repeater issue at its next 
meeting. 


HAMS HELP TRACK 
ANOTHER ALLEGED 
JAMMER 


(ARRL Letter) 

Another alleged radio jammer has been 
silenced due in part to the efforts of Amateur 
Radio operators. On November 6th U.S. Mar- 
shals and engineers from the FCC’s Langhorne, 
PA field office seized radio equipment belonging 
to Ernest Woods, 30, of Norristown, believed to 
have been used to interfere with Philadelphia 
area 2 meter repeaters, as well as those of the 
Pennsylvania State Police, the Norristown fire 
department, and other public service agencies. 

Woods could face serious civil and criminal 
charges as a result. Woods was issued Novice 
class license KA3WHZ in May of 1990 and a 
Technician license in August. 

In late June use of the Telford PA Area 
Repeater Association (TARA) began to ex- 
perience "persistent and purposeful inter- 
ference" to their 145.19 MHz repeater. In early 
August the TARA executive committee and 
TARA’s control operators met to discuss the 
situation, after the jammer had gotten access, 
apparently through trial and error, to the 
repeaters phone patch and speed dial codes. 

Concern for the integrity of the repeater’s 
emergency service codes, TARA on August 8 
changed those services to "controlled access" and 
at the same time began efforts to pinpoint the 
source of the interfering signal. Standard 
Amateur fox hunting techniques soon narrowed 
the source of the signal to a neighborhood of 
Norristown, about 20 miles from downtown Phil- 
ly. 

On Aug 27a preliminary formal complaint, 
with tape recordings, was filed by TARA’s presi- 
dent with the Engineer in Charge of the FCC 
field office in Langhorne, area ARRL and 
repeater Officials were also advised. 

On Sept 2, a team once again tracked "Bar- 
ney" as they called the jammer, and concluded 
that additional equipment would be needed to 
positively identify the specific house from which 
the signal was being transmitted. 

On Sept 6 a TARA official and one from 
another repeater group joined forces, using a 
Doppler Systems DF unit to localize the source 
of the signal from the same area. 

Four days later, a station was copied inter- 
fering with several Pennsylvania State Police 
channels in the 159-MHz range. A TARA offi- 
cial monitored the police frequencies long 
enough to confirm to his satisfaction that the 
interfering operator probably was the same jam- 
mer. 
TARA informed the State Police of their on 
going search for their jammer and were told the 
cops had been forced to move to alternate fre- 
quencies due to the jamming. 

As word spread through various agencies. 
interference to the State Police continued, with 
Barney telling the troopers to "drop dead" and 
at one point making a false report of an accident. 

By Sept 12 the FCC had stepped in, to act on 
complaints from both TARA and the Police. 
Engineer in Charge John Rahtes asked for 
TARA’s assistance, Rahtes needed a safe house 
in the immediate neighborhood where his agen- 
cy could set up equipment to monitor the jam- 
mer, identify him, and gather legal evidence. 

A vacant 3rd floor apartment was located a 
half block from the suspected source of the sig- 
nal and the FCC installed its equipment, includ- 


ing gear capable of identifying transmitters by 
their signal signatures (are you listening 
K7PF??) TARA personnel assisted the FCC in 
monitoring over the next few weeks. 

Barney at this point became suspicious and 
for several days curtailed his transmitting. 

Additional transmissions were noted on the 
TARA repeater, and on State Police, County 
radio, and Fire frequencies as Barney gradually 
resumed operations the weekend of Sept 15-16, 
in the meantime FCC engineers narrowed the 
source down to a particular house. 

For the next two weeks monitoring in- 
creased. At the end of September the US Attor- 
ney was presented with evidence gathered up to 
that time. 

In early October the jamming increased, and 
included harassment of the Fire Department, in 
one transmission Barney tried to recall several 
trucks from a fire call. this time the Fire depart- 
ment filed their own complaint with the FCC. 

On November 1, the RACES repeater in 
Eagleville, PA, reported unauthorized access to 
its 911 emergency system. 

TARA president Gene Pressler, W3ZXV, 
joined FCC personnel and U.S. Marshals to 
enter the suspect premises. Several pieces of 
radio equipment were discovered. along with a 
directional antenna suspended from the ceiling 
and other evidence. 

Pressler then operated the suspects equip- 
ment as FCC engineers made recordings of the 
signal for later signal and voice print analysis 
comparison with taped jamming transmissions. 

Included among the equipment confiscated 
were two hand-held transceivers, as well as 
several scanners, most of which were in opera- 
tion at the time of the search. 

Details of what has taken place since then 
have not been released.

The Coordinator
